This question has been, frequently 


asked—and the answer, at present, 
is that they are unmolested, and for 
the most part courteously received. 


For a time, it is true, American 


officers travelling were counselled to 
pet into mufti, rather 
than 
take 


chances of inciting some hothead to 
trouble. In the case of couriers, 
mufti is worn on some trips, but 
those coming and going between Pa- 
ris and Berlin appear in uniform and 
are rarely annoyed, though occas- 
ionally someone tries to crowd on a 
sidewalk or gives the officer an ugly 
look. 
As for .civilians, there are 


only a few here—mainly newspaper- 
men—and they are treated respect- 
fully. 


This represents the individual sit- 


uation regarding Americans. 


As for the United States as a 


whole and American Citizens as a 
whole, there is still prevalent some 
propaganda of an unpleasant sort. 


President Wilson has been con- 


demned because the pence treaty did 
not develop according to the. way in 
which the German people felt 
his 


fourteen points should have been 
interpreted. 
But there was little of 


personal attack against the presi- 
dent, and only here and there arti- 
cles with an anti-American tinge. 


However, in the last few days, a 


propaganda 
movement—somewhat 


limited, hut nevertheless more or 
less persistent—has sprung up. One 
hears of late that "really no Amer- 
ican food is coming in" though it is, 
of course^ well known to the 
gov- 


ernment that money was put up -by 
Germany even before presentation of 
the treaty, intended to pay for cer- 
tain American government supplies. 
-Not in all cases, however, is there 
complaint that America has failed 
to send what it agreed. On the con- 
trary one hears now and then that 
the government is passing off its old 
army bacon, and saving, the 
newer 


better American 
bacon 
for the 


guards or for other purposes. In 
any case the average Berliner does- 
n't overlook the fact that 
Ameri- 


ca's food supply has helped to keep 
the wolf from the door when he was 
getting near to biting off the door- 
knob. 


Recently -one or two rather vicious 


' articles have appeared in the press, 
seeking to detract from the Ameri- 
can soldiers in the Rhine country. 
One in "Der Tag", for instance, 
averred that the Americans had in- 
troduced "wild west manners" in the 
occupied territory: that they -drank 
to excess: that they ousted people 
from their homes and often went in 
demanding; "wine and blonde wom- 
en". The writer referred to them as 
"Arizona kickers". 
; The above extracts, however, were 
overshadowed by the printed claims 
-tliat women had been criminally at- 
•iacked, and that one, at least had 
/been choked to death.

Study of Question Shows Chinch 


Bug Alone Was Responsible for 


Loss of $6,000,000. 


Lafayette, Ind., June 20—Destru<5- 


five insects of United States have a 
food bill of a billion dollars which 
would run the government in normal 
years. 


One billion dollars are lost- each 


year because of insect depredations 
on various farm crops and fruits. In 
addition to this, there is a large loss 
to live stock from such pests 
as 


biting flies, parasitic flies, ticks, 
mites, etc. 


During 1916, destructive insects 


caused a loss of $430,204,600, in 
cereal crops and were responsible 
for a loss of .$115,230,500 in hay 
crops. 
The insect damage to 
the 


tobacco crop was $16,900,800 and in 
vegetables 
$199,412,600. 
They 


caused a loss of $8,436,800 in sugar 
crops and a loss of $141,264,300 in 


It has been found that vegetables 


and fruit crops, suffer most heavily 
from the ravages 'of insects and a 
20 percent loss in vegetable crops 
and a 30 percent loss in fruit crops 
is probably a minimum figure for 
these, two. 


A further study of this question 


has revealed the fact that in 1916, 
the chinch bug alone was responsible 
for a loss of $60,000,000. 
The 


grasshopper caused a loss of $50,- 
000,000 and the Hessian, fly was 
charged with being responsible for 
$40,000,000 slump. 
In addition to 


the direct losses in growing 
crops, 


forests and livestock, insects 
are 


responsible 
for 
depredations 
oii 


stored grains, other.farm products 
and honseholld supplies.

have brought the. total annual loss 
from insects in the United States up 
to one billion dollars.
